Those of you who play the violin 
| know that the E string, which is 
often made of steel wire, will 
stretch quite a noticeable amount 
‘without breaking. Remember that 
the steel wire is made up of mole- 
cules. When it is stretched, the 
; molecules are pulled slightly apart 
|It is not easy to pull the stee! 
molecules apart. How difficult it 
is you may judge by the force need- 
ed to stretch the wire even a 


| little. If you relax the force, the 
| wire goes back to its original

The steel wire is springy, or, in 
scientific language, it possesses 
elasticity, Elasticity is due to the 


forces holding moiecules together 
The steel molecules can “give” just 
a little.

No Epidemic Likely | Looking Backward 


The provincial department of health has ee eee Site 
announced that while the greatest incidence | 
of infantile paralysis usually occurs in mid- | 
August, there is nothing in the present sit- 
uation to indicate any likelihood of an epi- | 
demic in this area. 

Only four cases of the disease have been 
reported in Alberta this year. They were all 
reported in the month of June and all from 
the Edson district. 

In the case of an approaching epidemic, 
there is usually a steady increase in the num- | 
ber of cases in July and August. So far noth- 
ing has occurred to suggest the possibility of 
such an outbreak. 

This statement should serve to allay 
the fears caused by the recent warning of the 
department with regard to children show- | 
ing unusual symptoms. However, the advice 
of the department is still sound and timely. 
If a child reveals digestive disturbances, 
headaches, rises in temperature and ab- 
mormal temperatures, a doctor should be 
consulted at once. This is only good sense. 

But there is no use fretting about an 
epidemic because no epidemic appears to be 
in sight.

SUPPOSE, FOR example, the 
Government should take over the 
coal industry and by means of 
subsidies pay the high wages and 
keep down the price of coal. This 
might be tolerable if limited to 
coal. But how long would it be 
so limited? Workers in other in- 
dustries would view their opulent 
and protected brethren in the coal 
mines with keen envy, How long 
before demagogues seeking office 
would turn that envy into votes? 
Unionism, competition and capital- 
ism could hardly survive such 
an onslaught, 

Perhaps atomic power can break 
the hold that Lewis and the oper- 
ators have fashioned. There seems 
to be no other answer to their 
challenge.

Bulletin Readers Say: 


THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 

Editor, Bulletin: Perhaps it 
{ought to be regarded as flattering 
}to the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada that latterly in this city 
one or two preachers of the “come- 
outer” type have been seeking to 


|gain interest and followers by 
'trading upon the term “Presby- 
| terian.” 


In the first instance coming to 
| my attention one of these preach- 
fers advertised that he would give 
the official pronouncements of the 
various denominations including 
| Presbyterian, upon a subject of 
| moral interest. I asked the person 
| concerned if he had recefved any 
authorization to make such a pro- 
;nouncement. His reply was that 
jhe had not—he was quoting the 
statement of a Presbyterian clergy- 
man of the United States of Am- 
erica. When I informed him that 
any such pronouncements of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada 
would be contained in the minutes 
of our General Assemblies, he had 
never even heard of this publica- 
tion! Nevertheless, he had evi- 
dently felt himself competent to 
pontificate upon something upon 
which he was not informed and 
the implication of his advertise- 
ment was that Presbyterians in 
Edmonton would be informed by 
him on the subject. 

For the benefit of my readers 
may I point out that the term 
“Presbyterian,” among other things, 
implies a system of Church courts 
beginning with the Kirk Session 
and following upwards through the 
Courts of the Presbytery and the 
Synod to the General Assembly 
which is the highest Court of our 
Chureh. Speaking of our govern- 
ment, “A congregation is a com- 
pany of persons, together with 
their children, associated in a par- 
ticular locality for Christian wor- 
ship, instruction, fellowship and 
work, with the sanction of a Pres- 
bytery. (Bk. of Forms, P.35, 1933). 
It follows, then, that there can be 
no such thing in Presbyterianism 
as an “Independent congregation.” 
Similarly, an “Independent board 
for the Presbyterian Missions in 
Korea” as mentioned in a news 
article in your paper this week is 
also an anomaly. The Presby- 
terian Church in Canada has 
neither independent congregations, 
clergymen or boards. Whoever, 
for instance, is sponsoring the ad- 
dress of Rev. M. L. Young or Rev 
Flourney Sheppardson as men- 
tioned in your paper is doing it 
under some other authority than 
any of the local congregations of 
our denomination or any of the 
courts of our Church. One looks 
in vain for these names in the 
latest copy of our minutes of the 
General Assembly. There is also 
no mention of an independent 
board for the Presbyterian mis- 
sions in Korea. 

Similarly, the movement known 
locally as “Bible Presbyterian” has 
no connection, whatsoever, with 
the Presbyterian Chureh in Can- 
ada or the Edmonton Presbytery, 
in particular, Neither is the Man- 
ister of this organization a Clergy- 
man of the Presbyterian Church 
/in Canada, 

Our Superintendent of Missons 
|}for the three Western Provinces 
stated the case very well, publicly, 
recently when he commented on 
his amazement that so many of the 
independents attempt to establish 
their causes under the shadow of 
great city churches when there are 
so many other points needing 

Christian witness throughout the 
Dominion. 

Nevertheless, it is a right which 
we must concede to all to worship 
in whatever place and manner 
suits them best. However, it is 
to be hoped that such worshippers 
will be imbued with sufficient 
sense of the fitness of things to 
conduct their efforts under

{own banners coincidently making 
good their claims to whatever 
titles or credentials they claim. 
I wish to point out in all kindness 
that whenever any group of peo- 
|ple, of a religious nature, ese 
pecially, make superior claims to 
Christian witnessing, manner of 
life, or purity of worship they 
should be equally attentive to 
| ethical considerations. 


In my observations over the past 
twenty-five years whateven gains 
the various sects have attained by 
their evangelical emphasis and une 
worldliness they have largely lost 
due to their lack of ethical cone 
sciousness. Throughout the past 
quarter of a century it has been 
popular for them to attack the 
churches of the denominations 
libelling them with various ape 
pellations in broad generalizations 
with such terms as “dead”, 
“worldly”, ete. I recall a western 
Superintendent from this province 
of one of these organizations speak~ 
ing in Toronto some years ago 
Bleefully telling his congregation 
how he had seen Presbyterians 
from this city coming into his place 
of worship and sitting in the back 
pew with their collars turned up 
So they would not be recognized. 
He stated they had come there 
longing to hear the true Gospel. 
|Since I was then writing for the 
Toronto newspapers I was pre- 
pared to offer him publicity on the 
statement—the offer was received 
with singular unenthusiasm, It has 
for long been a favorite indoor 
sport with these pecple to cone 
demn what they cannot emulate. 
More recently, it has taken the 
form of ot aad of chaplains of 
the various branches of the Armed 
Services. With only one or two 
exceptions the forces were min- 
istered to by chaplains from the 
Protestant denominations and the 
Roman Catholic Church, No 
apology is needed for their work~ 
their record stands. 

In their genius for criticism of 
the denominations the sects have 
often forgotten their own stages 
of development and transmuta- 
tions. Careful perusal for instance 
of three months of advertisements 
of the local branch of the organiza- 
j tion founded by Dr, A. B, Simpson 
for world ~ wide evangelization 
failed to reveal a single sermon 
title that related to the dominant 
themes enunciated by the graduate 
of Knox College, Toronto, In- 
Stead, were a series of sermons on 
the taboos and of personal experi- 
ences, Even Dr, Simpson would 
turn over in his grave at Nyae, 
New York, could he have read 
some of these titles. He would feel 
much more at home, for instance, 
today, in any Church of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada when 
he heard the profession of faith 
made by those being received into 
the Communion when they confess 
their faith and belief in God the 
Father as their heavenly Father, 
in Jesus Christ as their Lord and 
Saviour, and in the Holy Spirit as 
their Sanctifier. 

If the sects wish now to have 
fellowship and to begin discussions 
with the denominations on some 
jSround of common understanding 
the door is always open for dis- 
cussion with responsible people. 
It should, nevertheless, be recog- 
nized that the promotion of true 
Spirituality necessitates honesty of 
purpose and proper evaluations 
and that “exclusivism eventually 
excludes itself.” It seems evident 
that the denominations are today 
giving spiritual leadership to the 
Protestant branch of the Christian 
Chureh and a “way of life” more 


closely accord with the vision 
of the ster than has yel been 
achieved By any of the sects. Uf 


they are to succeed they must add 
he ethical and social values.

OBSERVATIONS of the activity 
of fish in a lake or a stream are 
just as indicative if they are care- 
fully made. With a pad and pencil, 
station yourself so that you can 
see the surface of the water with- 
out effort. Then count the rises 
for a minute or five minutes along 
any given stretch of shore line ur 
in a placid pool in a stream, 

During the rest periods you will 
have difficulty making a 
mark on your pad for each rise of 
a fish. As a Solunar Period comes 
in you frequently will be unable 
to keep up with the increased tem-

THERE !S A distinct difference 
in the way a fish rises from time 
to time. During periods of inactiv- 
ity both trout and bass go in for 
what we call the “smash rise.” In- 
stead of taking an insect quietly 
from the surface, the rise will be 
a frantic affair, accompanied by 
a splash and a flurry of spray

The reason for this is clear. Not 
being actively on the feed, the 
fish rise from their resting sta- 
tions, usually near the bottom or 
under banks, stumps or snags. Be- 


ing unwilling to expose themselves 
for longer than necessary they 
rise hurriedly and the splashes 
are made as they turn to swim 
back to their resting stations. All 
too ofter a smash rise will result 


}in a fish that is lightly hooked or 


not hooked at all 
DURING SOLUNAR Periods, 
fish leave the security of their 
resting stations and take up posi- 
tions where food can be obtained 
with a minimum of effort. Usually 
the rise is a leisurely affair and 
an artificial fly or lure is taken 
deeply and solidly 
Bass cruising 
merely tip their 


shallows 
noses above the 
surface when they take drifting 
insects, leaving only dimples on 
the surface. Trout, rising to a drift- 
ing hatch, maintain feeding sta- 
tions only a few inches under the 
surface and the rise is a head-and- 
shoulder affair with little or no 
lost motion 

On a good day, when the fish 
feed all day long, an angler who is 
not a trained observer will have dii- 
iculty to distinguish any variance 
in the intensity of activity from 
time to time as the day passes. He 
to digtinguish the difference 
manner with which his lure 
is taken from one hour to the next. 
He fails to notice that the average 
size of the fish he catches is larger 
at some times of that day than it 
is at other times. He merely goes 
fishing, has a swell time, and lets 
it go at that 

DURING THE EARLY stages of 
experimentation with the Solunar 
Theory, many volunteer observers 
jsent in their reports to me.

| Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted 
by the King’s chaplains, will ar- 
range the religious ceremony, and 
the Master of the King’s Music 
will be called upon to compose 
special anthems for the Westmins- 
|ter Abbey choir. 

Various other departments of the 
royal household will look after fur- | 
| ther details. Among the committees | 
with special rights is the quaintly- | 
named Board of Green Cloth. It 
gets that title because its members 
meet round a table covered with 
green baize.- Their main job will 
be to arrange the wedding break- | 
fast. 

The invitations to guests, how- 
ever, will be sent out by the Lord 
Chamberlain, whose everyday dut- 
jes concern all court events. The | 
marriage certificate will be written 
entirely by hand, on a sheet of 
vellum, and it will take at least 
a week to prepare this important 
document. It will be executed by 
the staff of the Archbishop of Can- | 
terbury. 

The British royal marriage reg- | 
ister, on the other hand is kept at 
St. Jame’s Palace, London. It is | 
a large volume, bound in morocco 
leather, and each entry has to be 
witnessed and signed by more 
than twenty people of high rank. 

Perhaps the oddest fact about 
the wedding will be the strict ob- 
servance of some rules dating back 
hundreds of years. One of these 
stipulates that a princess's wed- 
ding veil must not hide her face 
In olden days it was feared that 
| the royal bride might be kidnapped 
and another take her place. 

So her features had not to be cov- 

| ered by her veil. Although the pre- 
caution is no longer necessary, 
the regulation is still enforced 
| when British royal brides go to the 
| altar. 
In Princess Elizabeth's case, the 
|old tradition will probably be smet 
| if she pulls her veil aside for a few 
moments just before the most im- 
portant part of the ceremony in 
Westminster Abbey.

Reserves Of Feed 


Reserves of feed were mostly used 
during the past long winter, con-

in relation to the number of cattle 
or sheep to be fed next winter.

In deciding how many beef cattle 
can be safely wintered, it is neces- 
sary to know the a 
amount of feed required to main- 
tain an animal of a certain age. 
When calves are fed under shelter 
they require 8 to 10 pounds of 
roughage per day in an average 
winter, or from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds 
of hay per head, depending on the 
Jength of the winter, and also if 
some grazing is available. Yearlings 
fed hay alone require approximately 
1,500 pounds for a 110-day period. 
Older cattle, such as cows and two 
year olds, require approximately 
one ton for the same period, Mature 
cattle do not require rich protein 
feeds, such as alfalfa and sweet 
clover, when the object is to main- 
tain them and not to encourage 
growth.
